That tho following amendment^ are i,,vt>vzv 
tu tho Constitution of tho Commonwealth, i* 
ticcoi-daiiuo with the provisions ol the tenth 
article thereof: 


J-IUST AMKNDMBNT. 


Thoro shall be a-i additional article to said 


Constitution to bo designated as urtiule cluvcu, 
as follows: 


AUTICLn Xt. 


OF PUUL10 JUKBTR. 


PFOI-ION 1. The fcitnte may contract debts, to 


supply casual deficits or failures iu revenues, 
or to moet expenses not otherwise provided 
t\ir: but the agrgrog-ito amount of such debts 
direct and contingent, whether contracted by 
virtue of one or more acts of the (jenenil As- 
sembly, or at different pei-iodh of time, shall 
never exceed seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, and the money arising from the crea- 
tion of such debts shall be applied to the pur- 
pose for which it was obtained, or to repay the 
debts so contracted, and to no other purpose 
whatever. 


SEC. 2. In addition to the above limited 


power the State may contract debts to repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection, defend the 
State in war, or to redeem the present out- 
standing indebtedness of the State: but tho 
money arising from the contracting of such 
debts, shall be applied to the purpose for which 
it was raised, or to repay such debts, and to 
uo other purpose whatever. 


SKC. 8. Except the debts nbovp specified, in 


sections one and two of this article, no debt 
whatever shall be created by, or on behalf of 
the State. 


Si;o. •!. To provide for the payment of the 


present debt, and any additional debt contract 
ed as aforesaid, the legislature shall,at its first 
session, after the adoption of this amendment, 
create a sinking fund, which shall be sufficient 
to pay the accruing interest on such debt, and 
annually to reduce the principal thereof'by a 
sum not less thin two hundred anil fifty thou-
